ertept he be firſte examined appꝛoued and ad:nittod by the byſhop of Lon- 
don and other, vnder and vpon certayn peynes a penalties in the ſame acte 
mentioned. Sithens the making of wo iche layde acte, the company and fe- 
lowſhip of Surgtons of London, mindinge onely their owne luters, a no⸗ 
thing the pzokitt oꝛ caſe of the di ealed oꝛ patiẽt. haue ſued troubled a vered, 
diuers honeſt perlõs as wel men as women, whom god hath endued with 
the knowledge of the nature kinde, x operacion of ter teme herbeg, tcotes. 4 
waters, a the vſinge aud miniſiringe ol them, to ſuche as ben peyned with 
cuſtomable diſeaſes:as womens bꝛeſtes beinge ſoꝛe, apin and the web in the 
eye,vncomes of handes, ſcaldinges, burninges, loze mouthes, the ſtone; 
frigury,ſaucelim,# mo2!ew,4 ſuch other lyke diſeaſes. And yet the ſaid per⸗ 
ſonshaue not taken anye thing fot theyꝛ peynes o2 cunning, but hane mini⸗ 
ſired the lame to the pooe people onlte toꝛ neighberhoode a gods ſake, and 
of pitie & charitie. Ind it is now v ell knower; that the ſurgeons admitted

which ferme did and yet partly doth grow and accrue, al wel of the iſſues x

\/ Uhere in the parliament begun and holden at London, the thide day 
of Nouemdꝛe in the. xxi. pere ot the reigne of our moſt dꝛad ſoueraigne 
loꝛd king Henry the eight. and from thens adiourned to Weſtminueer, and 
there holden and continued by diuers pꝛoꝛogacions, vnt ill the diſſolucyon 
thereof; it was amonge other thinges eſtabliſhed and enacted tyat the bin 
ges maie ſtie, his heires and lucceſſours fo the augmetacton a maintei⸗ 
naunce of the ropall eſtatc of his impertall crowne and dignitte, ofſupzeme 
head of the churche of England, ſhould yerclp haue, take cniop,and reccine, 
vnited and knit vnto his imperial crowne koꝛ euer, one perelp rent oz pen;

fermes tithes offeringeg, emolumentes, and of all other pzofittes aſwell 
called ſpirituall as tempoꝛall, then apperteining oz belonging, 02 that after- 
warde from thens fozth ſhould belonge to any archbiſhopzictze, biſhopicke 
abbacie,monaſteric,pziozy,archdeaconrie,deanrye,yoſpitall,college, houſe, 
tollegiate.pꝛebende cathedꝛall church, collegtate church, couentual churche, 
perſonage,vicarage, chauntery, free chapell oꝛ other benefice oꝛ pꝛomocyon 
ſpirituall,of what name nature, oꝛ quallitie ſo euer they were, withinanye
